Romulus School District voters will be asked to 
approve a school building bond issue in addition to 
electing school board members in the annual 
ejection set for June 14, it was disclosed Monday. 

School Superintendent Robert L. McConeghy said 
Monday that he has recommended to the sy^.ool 
lx>ard that every effort be made by the schoo)/>oard 
to get the bond proposal on the June 14 ballot 
A public meeting will be held at 8 p.m., April 26, at 
Komulus Senior High School. 

The purpose of the meeting is to discuss the bone 
proposal with Romulus citizens and hear their 
views and suggestions. 


The school board has a regular board meeting on 
April 26. The meeting will start and be concluded in 
time for the attendance at the public hearing, 
McConeghy said.

Voters of the school district will be asked to fill 
two positions on the school board that are expiring 
this voar. 


The four-year term of incumbent Gervazie

In a special election held April 5, 1970, voters 
defeated a proposed school building bond issue of 


The defeated huge bond issue, highest in the 
school districts history due to increased building 
costs, was to furnish funds, when needed, to erect, 
furnish and equip new elementary school buildings, 
re-equipping existing school buildings and 
acquiring additional school sites, etc. 

The amount of the proposed bond issue under 
present consideration has not as yet been officially 
determined. 

Superintendent McConeghy reported Monday 
that if and when the bond issue is approved, it will 
include the same projects that were placed before 
the voters in April, 1970. 

McConeghy also reported that nominating 
l>etitions for the school board posts are now 
available at the school board offices. 

Deadline for filing of nominating petitions is May 
17 at 4 p.m.

Mahalak introduced similar 
legislation in the last session 
of the legislature. “I will 
continue my efforts to see this 
bill enacted into law, he 
pledged. “There is a definite 
need for this protection for 
mobile home residents who 
live in mobile home parks.” 

The Mahalak bill has been 
reported out of the House 
Committee on Public Health. 
It is on second reading of bills 
and in line for final passage. 

State’ Rep. Raymond W. 
Hood (D-Detroit), chairman 
of the Public Health 
Committee said the proposal 
was thoroughly reviewed by 
the committee. “This is the 
type of legislation the 
committee is interested in,” 
hestated. “We are interested 


in any legislation which 
guarantees improved health 
and safety standards for 
Michigan citizens. This, of 
course, includes those who 
live in mo bile home parks.” 

Mahalak said his bill (House 
Bill 4351) would modernize the 
present state trailer coach 
laws. 

He said he was prompted to 
introduce legislation because 
of complaints he heard

Use common sense 
to halt grass fires 


Spring has sprung: 

Grass has riz 

Where last year’s 

Grass fires is! 

That may be a bad attempt to paraphrase 
an old jingle, but the thought is still there. 
Grass fires continue to raise havoc in the 
area. 

As was listed in a recent page one story in 
The Daily eagle, grass fires have been getting 
fewer in number in the last few years in most 
Western Wayne County communications, with 
the thanks probably due to municipal 
ordinances forbidding open burning. For this, 
we are happy. 

However, even more can be done to prevent 
such fires during this tinder dry time of year. 

Accidents, such as the 15-mile long blaze 
caused by a passing freight train along the 
tracks from Inkster to Canton Township last 
week, will happen. Fortunately, that fire - 
despite its frightening length - didn’t cause 
much damage. 

Part of that also was due to the special 
efforts of A1 Quint, a Wayne County Road 
Commission employe from Garden City who 
used a hand extinguisher to keep the fire from 
reaching some drums of fuel oil in the road 
commission yard off Howe Rd. in Wayne. 
Quint, of 29894 Cambridge St., is shown at 
work in our “Profiles in photgraphy’’ feature 
at the right. 

What can be done is the use of common 


sense when burning something, where 
burning is legal, making sure a proper 
container is used and placed in an area clear 
of inflammable material. If necessary, the 
immediate surrounding area could be wet 
down with a garden hose. 

Extra care should be taken where open 
burning is still allowed. Such measures could 
include having handy a hose and shovel to put 
out any sparks that may fly off. 

Again last week, we witnessed a man 
having to stand by sheepishly as the fire 
department had to put out a small blaze in a 
wooded area across from his home, the blaze 
having been caused by sparks from his 
mound of burning leaves on his side of the 
roadway. 

We wouldn’t have blamed the fireman the 
least bit if, once he extinguished the blaze, he 
had aimed his hose across the road and 
doused the leaf fire too. 

To quote another person we know who 
inadvertantly caused a five-acre grass fire a 
couple of years ago, “You feel kind of stupid 
standing there watching the firemen put out a 
fire caused by your blunder.” 

Reminding children of fire dangers is 
another preventive measure. Some fire 
officials believe that juveniles, not open 
burning, are the major cause of grass fires. 

It’s an annual problem that can be coped 
with best with preventive measures and, most 
of all, common sense.

Meeting classes at four different schools a day, 
they cover a lot of ground and see manv of this 
area's students each week. 

Anyone who’s heard A1 Falatine’s top-notch bands 
in concert over the past ten years knows that all that 
mileage isn't in vain. 

Working with these children is jexciting andl 
demanding because, among other things, at this age 
they are the most flexible and their development is 
dramatic," Falatine says. 

Harley adds. “It’s very important, especially in

New weapon okayed 
for drug abuse fight 


Two more house bills 
received senate approval. One 
of them would provide for a 
promising new weapon in the 
fight against drug abuse. It 
permits local communities to 
contract for drug abuse 
programs. In doing so, it gives 
local units of government new 
authority and powers to fight 
community drug problems. 

The other bill permits the 
right of disclaimer (refusal to 
accept an interest in an 
estate) by an heir. 


Meanwhile, the house gave 
its approval to a senate- 
passed proposal which gives 
savings and loan associations 
trustee powers in payments to 
third parties. 

Several house bills have 
been sent over to the Senate 
for consideration. One of them 
would permit the investment 
of public employee retirement 
funds in the Asian 
Development Bank. There 
was strong opposition to this 
bill. It passed 57 to 47. It takes 
56 votes to pass a bill in the 
house. 

There was no opposition to 
another house bill which 
would provide for shared costs

of pedestrian overpasses 
between schools and the 
various highway authorities. 
This, it is hoped, will stimulate 
the construction of pedestrian 
overpasses. Under a bill 
recently approved by the 
house, the counties of 
Michiganwould be able to 
establish their own county 
youth boards. 


The board would have two 
primary functions. They would 
work to control juvenile 
deliquency and crime and 
attempt to find employment 
for young people. 

County boards of 
commissioners could, if they 
so desire, create the youth 
boards. Their members would 
be county residents appointed 
by the chairman of the board 
of commissioners. 

The youth boards would 
coordinate the efforts of 
employers, labor 
organizations, schools, 
churches, recreation 
commissions, state and local 
employment bureaus and 
service organizations and 
clubs to stimulate the 
employment of youth. 

The boards also would 
coordinate the work of public 
and private* agencies, 
religious and social 
institutions and organizations 


toward the prevention of 
crime among persons under 
the age of 25 years. 

Long lines at polling places 
have for years been a vexing 
and time consuming problem 
for Michigan voters. A bill 
recently passed by the House 
would relieve this situation. It 
would require that there be at 
least one voting machine for 
each 500 registered voters in a 
precinct. 

A tow truck hauling a 
disabled car on a busy 
highway can be a serious 
traffic problem, despite safety 
precautions. There have in the 
past few years been a number 
of serious accidents involving 
towed vehicles. 

A bill which recently 
cleared the House and was 
sent to the Senate would 
require lights on all vehicles 
being hauled by a tow truck 
after dark. Specifically, it 
would prohibit towing a 
vehicle anytime between one- 
half hour after sunset to one- 
half hour before sunrise or at 
any time where there is not 
sufficient light to permit 
persons or vehicles to be 
clearly seen at a distance of 
500 feet, unless the towed 
vehicle is adequately lighted 
so that it can be seen from 500 
feet away. 

In many instances, the car 
or truck being towed is 
damaged or disabled to the 
point of having no lights on it 
whatsoever. This would mean 
that the tow truck would have 
to have portable lights which 
could be placed on the towed 
vehicle. In most cases, thetow 
trucks have a revolving 
beacon on top of the cab, but 
very often this beacon is 
obscured by the winch 
apparatus.

number of letter “q”s in the program or attempting to 
estimate the number of lights needed to illuminate the stage. 
Far more diverting than this, however, is playing the game 
of visualizing the production in assorted styles, much as Sid 
Caesar would parody a film by playing the same scene 
various ways. 

In the case of S.J. Perelman’s outrageous farce, “The 
Beauty Part.” which concludes the University of Detroit’s 
Theatre 113 for the season, one might imagine a company 
from La Mama beating it into insensibility, or the Royal 
Shakespearean Company from London freezing it into im¬ 
mobility. Or one can watch H.E. Thrasher, who directed the 
enslaught, caricaturizing what is already a caricature until 
there is not too much remotely human left. 

Since this has undoubtedly been U-D’s finest year, they are 
certainly entitled to one “Beauty Part,’’ in which a young 
hero -a Frank Merriwell as played by Alfred E. Neuman if 
you will -set forth to conquer the arts “on his own.” Since, 
‘on his own" or not, his father is one of the wealthiest men in 
America, Lance Weatherwax meets with a remarkably good 
reception. 

To understand this production you must realize that 
Thrasher is not content with one Groucho Marx but two. One, 
complete with frock coat, jet black brows and mustache and 
cigar, is Milo Leotard Allardyce Duplessis Weatherwax, 
Lance's father. The other, along with Harpoesque and 
Chicoesque types, are in the orchestra. This may have meant 
lhat the Marx brothers could have rendered the evening’s 
farrago meaningful.

Mrs. Rosemary Dooley, 
Spanish teacher at the high 
school, was spending her 
Easter vacation on an 
international junket with 
Romulus students for the 
second year, having gone to 
Mexico City last spring. 

“The main thing I wanted to 
do was to introduce them to 
another culture.” she said, 
“And they goUto use some of 
what they’ve learned.” 

A side trip to Toledo 
impressed Shirley 


Lamberson, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. J.P. Lamberson of 
Porter St. 

“Toledo is a very old city 
about 45 miles from Madrid.” 
she explained, “It had a lot of 
statues and a very old church 
that had a lot of paintings. We 
went further up into the 
mountains and you could see 
the whole city.” 

Shirley thinks she would like 
to make the trip again, “My 
mother and dad would like to 
go too.” 

“It was wonderful, a real 
experience,” said Debbie 
Papin, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Richard Papin of Castle 
Dr. Debbie had appreciation 
for the friendliness of the 
people and the artistic quality 
of the city of Madrid. 

“It’s big, but it’s also quaint 
and old,” she said. Debbie, 
who will soon be 15 years old 
enjoyed the feeling of being on 
her own, “but I did get 


homesick for Romulus,” she 
admitted. 

Miss Kubiak wassurprisedto 
see how clean the city of 
Madrid was kept. “They scrub 
the streets with soap and 
water.” She also recalled the 
many fountains, the bull fight 
and the flamenco dancers. 

It was the old things of 
Spain that impressed 14-year 
old Sheryl Persondek, of 
Ecorse Rd. “It was the 
country itself, how they kept 
their old buildings-and how 
proud they were of them.” 

Sheryl emphazised that it 
was the people who had 
insisted that the city of Toledo 
remain untouched. “They 
wouldn’t let them do anything 
modern to it.” 

The students noted that 
most of the people lived in 
apartment buildings rather 


than individual houses, but 
that they referred to them 
affectionately as their 
“homes”. 

Another striking difference 
was the educational system 
that had the boys all in one 
school and the girls in another. 
Thai children were allowed to 
drink wine openly amazed the 
Americans. They all 
remarked about the 

friendliness of the people, not 
only lo tourists, they said, but 
also among one another. 

The time divisions of the 
Spanish day amazed the 
Romulus travelers. “Classes 
began at 8 a.m. and lasted 
until 12:30 p.m. Then 
everything closed down and 
all the people went home to 
lunch and stayed all afternoon 
coming back to school or work 
or whatever at about 5:30 p.m. 
Things closed up again at 8 
p.m. with supper at 10 or 11 
p.m.”

During the winter months 
all Great Lakes freighters, 
and some sea going freighters, 
while in winter dockage, use 
certain methods to prevent the 
pipes in these ships from 
freezing. 

“The most common method 
is to fill all ship board pipes 
with a heavy grade of oil 
known as “Sea cock filler” for 


Supply problem 
hits elevators 


The natural gas supply 
problem hit Michigan crop 
drying and storage facilities 
last November.

this use. Approximately 500 to 
600 gallons are used in each 
ship. At fit out time in the 
spring, this filler is discharged 
directly into the surrounding 
water of these ships. Because 
most of these freighters are 
wintered in the Detroit, 
Toledo, Cleveland and Buffalo 
area, tens of thousands of 
gallons of this oil is dumped 
directly into the already dying 
Lake Erie. 

“Coast Guard regulations 
require that all ships while in 
winter dnckage have 
electrical p<>wer. Therefore a 
method could be derived using 
electrical pipe healers for this 
purpose <»f some * other 
alternate method. If federal 
regulations or slate laws, 
prohibiting the use of 
discharge of “sea cock filler” 
now exist, we ask support in 
enforcing these laws. If, upon 
your investigation, no such 
resolutions exist, we are 
willing to aid in any way 
possible the enactment of 
legislation.

Widows eligible 
for school help 


More than 175,000 widows of 
veterans who died of service- 
connected disabilities and 
65,000 wives of veteranstotally 
disabled are eligible for up to 
36 months of educational 
benefits.

1, 1968. 


Robert M. FitzGerald, 
director of the Michigan 
Regional Office of the 
Veterans Administration in 
Detroit, noted that 8,234 
widows had already received 
such benefits. In addition, 
1,868 wives of disabled 
veterans took part in the 
program. December 1970 was 
a peak month for such training 
with 4,582 enrolled.

Veterans at Wayne State 
University and at least three 
other Detroit area campuses 
have begun their drive for 
passage of a Michigan G.I. bill 
of Rights. 

The appeal for veteran 
support is beginning prior to 
introduction of the bill in the 
Michigan Legislature. Ralph 
Kelly, co-chairman of 
publicity for the Michigan G.I. 
Bill committee, says the bill 
has been drawn up by the 
Legislative Service Bureau 
and will be introduced within a 
few weeks by Representative 
Edward E. Mahalak (D- 
Romulus). 

Kelly says the bill will 
provide for veteran tuition, 
fees and books for two years in 
a state supported college or 
university. Tuition support 
will not exceed $900 per year 
and support for books and 
materials would not exceed 
$100 per year under the 
proposed bill. 

The bill would also include a 
provision for state guaranteed 
loans of up to $10,000 for 
purchase of a home or 
business. The bill would cover 
only those veterans who were 
Michigan residents when they 
were inducted and at the time 
of their application for 
benefits. 


Veterans must have served 
more than 12 months in the 
armed forces and have 
received a discharge other 
than dishonorable.

All about 
the good 
ole baseball

Next time you pick up a baseball, try and figure out what 
goes into making one. It's more than horsehide. 

Did you know that a baseball has to weigh at least five 
ounces, but cannot exceed more than five and one quarter 
ounces, and did you also know that much of the work in 
manutacturing a baseball is done by hand? 

\ baseball is at least nine inches in circumference, and 
cannot exceed nine and a quarter inches around and the 
>|K*cilicalions surrounding the materials used in assembly 
must be strictly adhered to. 

Some ol the following information may be of interest to 
some of the ladies. 

\ special cushioned cork center starts the whole thing off. 
the winding must be completed by following four different 
operations and the yarn must be of 98 per cent wool, with at 
least 75 per cent of the wool being new. 

The ‘ core" of a baseball is a small pill made of ground 
cork and rubber, encased in two shells of firm rubber that are 
separated by a red cushion washer. The washer is 
surrounded by a layer of soft rubber, and the yarn is attached 
to the rubber by a special adhesive. 

The yarn is wound by machinery. 

The lirst two windings call for a strong, four-plv gray wool 
yarn The third winding is a three-ply white virgin wool yarn 
and the fourth is a three-ply gray wool yarn. 

For ma jor league baseballs.* another winding of two-piv 
cotton yarn is used to make a smooth surface for the 
application of the covers. 

Men with all his technical advancement, has yet to figure 
out a way to develop a machine that will sew the cover onto a 
baseball With men flying to the moon, we still rely on people 
to sew on the cover of a baseball. 

The cover iLself resembles a butterfly pattern when cut 
llie horsehide. or cowhide, is treated with alum and two 
patterns are used for each baseball. 

The thread used is red in color and is specially treated with 
Iveswax The ball is held on a vise and turned by hand or 
with foot pedals and 108 stitenes are used to sew each 
baseball Five-ply twine is used and there is 88 inches of the 
stuff used on each baseball made. The thread is sewn into 
place by using two. two-inch harness needles. 

Ironically, most of the people who actually do the stitching 
on baseballs are women, and they have to use tape or leather 
linger guards to avoid cuts when tightening the twine. 

The first and final stitches must be tucked under the cover 
in order to be secure, yet they cannot distort the surface of 
the baseball. They say that the first and last stitch are the 
keys to 1 a good baseball. 

Alter being sewn, the ball is put between a pair of circular 
maple rollers to flatten the seams. A fine powder polishes the 
cover and the ball is ready to be shipped. 

In most instances, the ball is ready for play, unless it 
happens to be destined for major league use. 

Before each major league game, the home team supplies 
several dozen baseballs, that receive special treatment from 
the umpire assigned to call the balls and strikes that day. 

Each ball is rubbed with special mud that comes from the 
Mississippi River basin. The mud takes the shine off of the 
baseball, yet does not discoler it. 

In major league play, a baseball is thrown out if it has the 
slightest imperfection or smudge. In lower leagues, such 
luxuries are not alwavs a fact Baseballs are not inexpensive. 

The ent ire. complex procedure has been deemed necessary 
in order to maintain uniformity in baseballs. Some of the 
more inexpensive brands do not follow such rigid 
s|x*cilicat ions, but all baseballs are made in the same basic 
lashion. 

I he next time you go out to play catch, take a look at the old 
ball and think about how much time and effort went into 
’making it Next time you see Denny McLain, ask him if he 
thinks about what he is holding in his hand when he is facing 
Bnog Powell w ith two out in the ninth and the bases loaded. 

Denny will probably say. “Sure I know what’s inside a 
baseball, and I would also like to say its great to be back, 
again

Green oranges are ripe 


That hint of green in the peel 
of some oranges and 
grapefruit does not mean 
these fruits lack ripeness, 
says a district extension 
consumer marketing 
information agent with 
Michigan State University. 

“Citrus trees are unlike 
other fruit trees,” explains 
Miss Ada Shinabarger, “in 
that it’s normal for mature 
fruit, developing fruit and 
blossoms to be on the same 
tree at the same time.” 

As a result, the peel of 
oranges and grapefruit may 
be retinted with chlorophyll 
manufactured for the new 


crop. This regreening only 
affects the peel, however, and 
does not lower fruit quality, 
Miss Shinabarger points out. 

Laws in producing states 
assure consumers there and 
elsewhere that citrus fruits 
are not picked until ripe. 
Nevertheless, consumers 
associate greening with 
unripe fruit, so citrus fruits 
which have regreened often 
sell for less. 

“The thrifty shopper will 
recognize regreening as a sign 
of savings without loss in 
quality,” Miss Shinabarger 
says.

Can a youngster living in an 
inner-city high-rise find true 
happiness growing crops in a 
windowbox? 

The Cooperative Extension 
Service thinks so — especially 
if he has the opportunity to 
carry out some interesting, 
fun-to-do experiments with 
seeds, plants and soils. 

The program also continues 
to be popular with farm youths 
who grow profitable acreages 
of crops. They too can 
appreciate the science 
approach as they experiment 
with insect, disease and weed 
control, fertilizers and new 
management concepts. 

Tliere are over 105,000 4- 
H’ers enrolled in the field 
crops science program, many 
from metropolitan areas. Now 
they have available to them a 
new series of educational 
materials providing a wide 
variety of exciting projects 
dealing with growing plants 
and soils,. 

Currently in use are 
educational materials on plant 
reproduction, soils and plant 
characteristics. An 
introductory unit briefly covers 
the broad areas of plant and 
soil science. 

Examples of experiments 4- 
H members can conduct 
include learning about the life 
cycle of beans and making a 
seed collection, germinating 
seeds and numerous methods 
of plant reproduction. 

Members discover what 
makes up the physical 


condition of soils and collect 
and label rocks and soils. 
There are numerous other 
experiments for the young 
people to conduct and 
interesting learning 
experiences to enjoy. 

Still to be released are 
educational materials on 
growing and using plants, 
field crops production and 
research .
